VI. ELIGIBILITY :

The candidate shall secure a minimum qualifying mark of 40 % for OC category , 35 % for BC category, and 
30 % for SC and ST category in the written examination and a minimum marks of 10 for OC category, 8 for BC 
category and 6 for SC and ST category in the viva voce .
